■ lie M'llunnell Libel Case, 

London, July I}.— The libel case of 
O'Dounell against the Times wus con- 
tinued to-day. Henry W. Lucy, editor 
of tho Daily News, was cross-examined 
with a view of showing that Mr. O'Dou- 
nell and Parnell were chiefs of the na- 
tional league and Irish party when (llad- 
stone denounced tho league. Lord Cole- 
ridge would not allow the testimony ad- 
duced by tho cross-examination of Mr. 
Lucy to be placed in evidence. Mr. Cow- 
en, of Newcastle, and Thus. Burt, M. P., 
testified, and then Mr. Buogg closed his 
case. Attorney-General Sir K. E. Web- 
ster opened the case for the defence. He 
animadverted upon the absence of O'Dou- 
nell and other prominent members of the 
national league from the witness- 
box and declared that the articles printed 
in tho Times on "Paruellism and Crime" 
did not refer to O'Donnell personally but 
to tho national loaguo. Mr. Webster de- 
clared that Counsel Ruegg had not proved 
his ease but that he (Webster) would 
prove tho Times' case. He said that 
O'Donnell had formally controlled the 
newspaper United Ireland, and asserted 
that ho did not dare to Uike the witness 
stand because he would bequestionedabout 
incidents, replies to which would injure 
the national league. Tho attorney-gen- 
eral said ho had read that members of tho 
national league had made speeches advo- 
cating boycotting and violence and that 
sometimes murder followed as a result of 
this advice. Ho said it was also stated 
that American money supported members 
of the league and that Parnell specially 
crossed tho Atlantic for the pur- 
pose of collecting this money. 
As Webster made this statement 
Parnell entered the court room and heard 
tho allusions to himself. Webster said 
that where murder and other crimes were 
attributed to the national league by 
statements made in parliament, the 
Paruollites neither explained nor repudi- 
ated the allegations. He behoved the books 
of the league were in Paris. If they had 
been lawful they would have boen pro- 
duced. It would be proved, he said, that 
persons who remitted funds for tho sup- 
port of tho league from America were of 
the worst possible character. Tho case 
was adjourned.

Tho O'Uttunel-Tlmrs Trial. 

London, July 4. — It now appears that 
the claims upon which Frank Hugh 
( I'Donnel's suit for libel is based hangs 
solely upon the question whether he was 
one of the Purnellito leaders. To-day'B 
proceedings brought out tho fact that ho 
assumed to have been libelled under the 
somewhat vague term of a Parnollito 
leader, used by the Times iu its articles, 
and this presentation of tho mattor en- 
ables tho Times to disclose the entiro 
foundation of its series of articles or. 
" Paruellism and Crime." The exposure 
of the flimsy foundation of the suit has 
disgusted everybody, except counsel for 
the defence who took full advantage of 
this new phase of the case to-day to road 
many letters apparently damaging to Par- 
nell, together with the whole of the "Pur- 
nollisiu and Crime" pamphlets. This Sir 
R. E. Webster did with ijreat impressive- 
noss and dramatic effect and at tho conclu- 
sion of the reading Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge addressed Junior Counsel Rugg, 
representing O'Donnoll, Baying, "You 
could never have done tho other side a 
greater service than by bringing tho ac- 
tion in this shapo, as your knowledtzo of 
tho world ought to have taught you." 
Rugg disclaimed responsibility for tho 
particular way in which tho action had 
been brought. Sir R. E. Webster will 
conclude his address to-inorrow and if he 
continues the impression he has made, 
with the assistance his opponents un- 
willingly givo him, there is no doubt that 
O'Dounel's chances of gottiug a verdict 
will bo reduced to a moro nothing. 

Sir R. E. Webster in reading tho letters 
upon which the Times based its articles 
included Patrick Egan's Paris letter of 
February, 1881, written while he was 
troasuror of tho loaguo, in which he says : 
"Mr. Parnell ia hero. 1 havo spoken to 
him about a further advance to tho fund. 
He has no objections. Wo agreed that 
prompt action was called for." Tho most 
significant of the letters is ono written in 
October, 1880, by Egan in Paris to James 
Carey in Dublin after Parnoll's arrest, in 
which the writer says: "I have by post 
sent M. (meaning Mullen, who was after 
wards sentenced to penal servitude for 
complicity in the Pheenix park murders) 
£200; ho wil} giyo you what you want. 
Wlicri will you undortako to got the work 
done ? Givo us tho value of our monoy." 
The roading of this letter oroatod a pro- 
found sensation, Tho noit letter pro- 
duced showed that Egan was supporting 
Curey for a seat in tho municipal council 
of Dublin and a note, alleged to bo in 
Parnoll's handwriting and smuggled from 
Kilmainham jail, asking Egan, "What 
are those fellows waiting for 7 Inaction 
now is inexpedient; make it hot for old 
Foster."

In regard to the whereabouts of tho 
watch and other personal effects of tho lament- 
ed Archbishop, mentioned in your letter. I havo 
no knowledge othor than 1 understand that 
soma portion of them was in possession of tho 
United States Commissioner J. P. Johnson, of 
Ounalaska, who undoubtedly, if lie has them, 
will take plcasuro in placing them in your keep- 
ing. To Bueh restoration I will deem it a pleas- • 
ant duty to render all aid in my power.

A GUN IN THE HANDS OF A FOOL 

Shoots Two Young Ladies Fatally on Lopei 
Island. 

A sad occurrence has just been made 
known at Lopez Island, W.T. Lopez Is- 
land is one of the San Juan group, distant 
some 25 miles east of Victoria. On Sun- 
day Inst a person named Wyatt, who hails 
from Scattlo, und who had been on tho 
island a few days, started out on a deer 
hunt. In a grain field, about a guarter of 
a mile from tho town of Lopez, he saw 
something moving, which he supposud to 
be a deer, Urod, and seriously, probably 
fatally wounded, Miss Henrietta Blake 
an estimablo, young and comely lady 
Miss Blake was accompanied by her sister 
Martha, who Bcreamed when her sister 
fell, and Wyatt, mistaking the noiso for 
tho cry of a startled deer, tired again, 
shooting MisB Martha Blake in tho body 
and face. He then discovered his mistake. 
The young ladies were convoyed home, 
Miss Henrietta Blake rapidly sinking, and 
her sister dangerously, if not also fatally 
wounded. Tho feeling among tho Island- 
ers is very strong against Wyatt, und con- 
siderable talk of lynching was heard. He 
was immediately placed under arrest by 
Sheriff Kelly, of San Juan county, to await 
tho consequence of his criminal careless- 
ness.

A Taeoma Jury Find ntiu Not Guilty of 
Smuggling Opium. 

Tho verdict in tho caso of tho United 
States vs. E. A. Gardner waB read on 
Monday, and found tho defendant not 
guilty. Tho verdict created no surprise, 
as under tho clmrgo to tho jury the pub- 
lic made up its mind that such would be 
the verdict, as the entiro absence of «ny 
opium shown or proven in the case, to- 
gether with the othor missing links in the 
chain of evidenco, left room for tho 
"reasonable doubt" which stood to th® 
defendant'* favor. 
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Viincouvof Island would fall tin ttasy prey 
to tho invader and would speedily bocomo 
a depot of extensive operations for tho 
SUbjUffation of the province.

It 
was not altogether unnatural that an at- 
tempt should have been made to account 
for defeat upon some ground other than 
the true ground — the popularity of the 
Government and the unpopularity of the 
Opposition— and so the organ seized Upon 
the stale cry of bribery and corruption. 
Our own belief is that the election in 
question was exceptionally free from 
those objectionable influences so reckless- 
ly attributed to the Government party, 
and accepting our contemporary's own 
estimate of tho respective candidates, it is 
certainly a signal triumph for the Govern- 
ment and a crushing defeat for the Oppo- 
sition that an inexperienced and untried 
young man should have been elected by a 
very respectable majority over the head 
of an able, experienced and trusted poli- 
tician. We would advise our contempor- 
ary to bow as gracefully as possible to so 
very emphatic a verdict, and not render 
disastrous defeat disgraceful by throwing 
dirt at the highly respectable and intelli- 
gent jury who rendered that verdict.

THE PLACE D'AEJIES, 

The debate in the house of lords on the 
defences of British Columbia has been 
road with keen interest by the inhabit- 
ants of Victoria and Esquimalt. Taken 
all in all, tho outcome of the debate is 
tho most important that has taken place 
on the subject in either branch of the 
Imperial parliament. For many years it 
has been a moot question where the forti- 
fications would be located— at Esquimalt 
or Burrard Inlet. The location of tho 
fortifications, as a matter of course, in- 
volved the location of the Imperial dock- 
yard, and tho interests involved in the 
final selection of the site were weighty. 
Opinions of military ami naval men have 
differed widely. .More thai) one report 
has stated with emphasis that the 
harbor of Esquimalt was absolute- 
ly indefensible in case of an at 
tack from sea. Other authorities have 
reported with equal uinphasis that well- 
constructed earthworks and ,1 few heavy 
guns manned by a smill garrison would 
render Esquimalt impregnable. Twenty 
years ago Admiral Hastings, who report- 
ed .officially, said that the erection ol 
fortifications elsewhere than at Esqui- 
malt would be practically to abandon the 
only British coaling station on the North 
Pacific and that in case of war the sur- 
render of a licet if shut up in Burrard 
Inlet without fuel would be merely a ques- 
tion of time. Since Admiral Hastings 
mode hia report the San Juan group of 
islands— then in dispute— has been ceded 
to tho United States and should War occur 
with our neighbors every passage and 
channel loading to Burrard Inlet ffould 
bo commanded by American onus mount - 
«d on American soil. As Lord 
Elphinstono said in the House 
of Lords, " our Meet would be 
caught, in a rat-trap." The straits would 
be a battle ground should a Russian (loon 
attempt t he capture of Nairn. nm, and Ei - 
nuimalt with her fortifications would 
be "the strong man armed, " guarding the 
door of the province.

Canned fruits In Tin. 
Mr. T. P. White, in a communication 
to the Chemical society, gives a decidedly 
negative answer to the question whether 
the acids of canned fruits may not form 
poisonous salts with the tin. Ho reports, 
us the result of his experiment, that "tin 
is entirely devoid of danger when taken 
internally in any form that might arise 
from being in contact with fruits or 
vegetables." He believes that the cascr. 
of accidental poisoning attributed to tin 
were due to solder or other impurities — 
arsenic, copper or lead. Professor W. 
Mattieu Williams says that there need be 
no lead in the solder — that it is only put 
in for cheapness' sake, and that till 
makes a superior solder to any alloy. 
Therefore all danger may be obviated by 
prohibiting the use of any other soldei 
than pure tin.— Popular Science Monthly.

Respecting the Municipal Assessment Roll for 
lhe year 1888.

the Ishmnel among birds. A writer in an 
American publication has just, come to 
the defence of the much abused bird and 
says : "I refuse to let any one disturb 
crows when they settle on my newly- 
planted corn- fields, and my neighbors 
here in Southern Maryland have to re- 
plant far more than I do. I do not dis- 
pute that the crows take some toll for 
destroying the cut worms, but 1 think 
them entitled to as much as I hey take. 
I took a neighbor through his own corn- 
field and offered him a dollar for every 
ear of corn (not yet fully ripe) which had 
been partially eaten by the crows, but 
which did not show traces of the corn- 
worm. He could not find one front 
which the crow had not first taken the 
worm. In no case could a sound ear he 
found that had been disturbed by the 
crows. Still, the same man continues to 
shoot the crows. "

Scott and R. Mcintosh, the other mem- 
bers of tho managing committee render- 
ing every assistance during the day.

The 
little lad looked really well, his 
coitume being the royal Stuart tartan, 
and this is the third year he has carried 
oil' the medal ill the same competition. 

The prize for the best dressed girl in 
Highland costume was awarded to Miss 
Harriet Cotsford Mackay, although the 
general opinion of the spectators was that 
tho prize should havo been given to Sergt. 
Sheppard's little daughter, whoso costume 
was more in accordance with the High- 
land dress than that of the winner's. 

Tho dancing was keenly contested, the 
decision of the judges in every case giving 
satisfaction. Mr. Hugh McDonald acted 
as piper, and played the national iustril 
mont to perfection. 

The ladies' lottery was conducted by 
Messrs. A. 1'.. Gray, Thos. Russell and 
R. Mitchell. \ little lady, aged •■ years, 
M iss May Thompson, drew the winning 
numbers in a most impartial manner, 
with the result as given bolow.

The origin of Caledonian games was the 
custom among Scotchmen, highland and 
lowland, of meeting in village greens or 
glens and engaging in trials of strength. 
When it became an established annual 
event nobody knows, but it was a long 
time ago. The first Caledonian games in 
America were contested at Boston in IKiVl 
in an informal way, the Scotch residents 
holding a free picnic and engaging in the 
games without any organization. William 
Grant, of Boston, was one of the pro- 
moters of I he idea. Caledonian clubs 
were formed afterward, anil the games 
were made the principal feature of the 
annual meetings. All kinds of athletic 
sports are now included in the Caledonian 
games. Throwing the hammer is one of 
1 hem. It is easy to understand how tin's 
originated. After the supper the men and 
boys of the village congregated about the 
blacksmith's shop and tested their strength 
by throwing the blacksmith's hammer. 
A few years ago the clubs still used a 
blacksmith's sledge, with a handle 2 feet 
10 inches long, but the sharp angles of the 
hammer caused frequent breakages of 
handles in falling, and t ho oval head was 
substituted. Finally they made the ham- 
mer head round anil lengthened the 
handle to -t feet 10 inches, The only style 
of throwing the hammer was to run with 
it, turn completely around twice to give 
the missile centrifugal momentum and let 
it go. The thrower often became dizzy 
and never could tell whero he was throw- 
ing the hammer. Now the hammer must 
be thrown from a llxed position and with- 
out a turn of the body. In England they 
retain the seven foot run with one turn. 
This exorcise brings into play the whole 
body and requires great, strength, 
POTTING Tilt: SHOT. 

Putting tho allot i.'i a grand exercise 
Originally the athletes picked out a heavy 
stone and put or pushed it as far as thoy 
could. Now the shot, is used for conven- 
ience and uniformity. Tho heavy shot 
weighs twenty-one pounds and the light, 
shot fourteen pounds. The motion is not 
I he same as throwing. The shot must be 
held in the right hand, over the back of 
the shoulder. Tho weight of thn body is 
thrown -Jii tho right leg, with the left leg 
fairly well advanced. The thrower then 
lakes one jump forward in the same atti- 
tude and then quickly swings tho body 
around, bringing the right side and leg 
forward, then shoves the arm out sharply 
to its full length sii as to |(Ljt;h tho shot in- 
stead of tho former system of throwing it. 

Tossing tho oabor and other purely 
Scotch games wore omitted from the pro- 
gramme yesterday, more modern sports 
being substituted for the hitch and kick, 
l>olo vaulting and other strictly Caledon- 
ian feats of agility,

sword dance and tho Highland ding are 
wholly Scotch, of course, and are inter- 
esting features of tho game, In the first 
the Highlander dances ovor and around 
two crossed broadswords laid upon the 
ground. Certain stops are proscribed and 
he must execute these betwoon the crossed 
blades and opposite tho points, getting as 
cluso as he can to tho swords without 
touching them. If his foot touches a 
sword that ends the danco. The man who 
goes through the dance most gracefully 
and perfectly and keeps tho host, time is 
tin winner. No doubt tho wild High- 
binder danced in his bare feet over blades 
turned edge upward, and ran more or less 
risk of cutting himself if he proved awk- 
ward. Now tho blades aro placed flat on 
the ground. In tho Highland lling, grace 
of movement, accuracy of time and cor- 
rectness of step aro tho essentials.

RLV. UK. MCLEOD AND THE MAYOR 
AM) ALDERMEN. 

To the Editor — 1 havo refrained from 
writing you since Monday in the hope 
that some more able pen than mine would 
volunteer in defence of the Mayor and 
city councillors, whoso condemnation by 
the Rev. Mr, McLeod I read in your 
issue of that day. As no one has thought 
it worth his while to enter the lists, 1 
venture to do so. I must premise by say- 
ing that while in the main I agree with 
the reverend gentleman in his crusade op 
the moral ami salutary state of tho town, 
1 do not agree w ith him when he says that 
the City Fathers aro wholly to blame for 
it. 1 1 .Mr. McLeod had enquired he 
would hajte been told that Mayor Rithet 
and the council of 1885 gave instructions 
for the preparation of elaborate plans by 
a Mr. Pickering for an underground sys- 
tem of drainage to cost £!j00,()00. These 
plans were prepared and laid before 
Mayor fell and the council of 188(5. 
Mayor Fell and the chairman of the com- 
mittee on sewerage (ex -councillor Hig- 
gins) in tin- si, miner of 1880 visited Otta- 
wa, Toronto, .Montreal and Quebec 
I'm- i lie special purpose of examining 
into tin- systems of drainage there. They 
returned alter several weeks' absence 
with valuable information on the subject. 
A by-law to raise §500,000 by loan to 
carry out the Pickering scheme was 
placed before the ratepayers for adoption. 
Instantly a bitter feeling of hostility was 
aroused against the proposal to borrow so 
large a sum of money. It, was argued 
that I he city could not hear the financial 
burden. A public meeting was called 
and addresses pro and con having been 
made, it was decided by an unanimous 
vote of the meeting to request the city 
authorities to withdraw the by-law. In 
obedience to the request of the mooting 
the by-law was withdrawn and the matter 
of drainage has since slumbered and will 
continue lo slumber until the citizens 
shall have been aroused (by Rev. Mr. 
McLeod or some other equally eloquent 
gentleman) to the necessity of making 
the city, for which nature has dolio so 
much, a sweet and wholesome place to 
live in. It will be seen by this simple 
narration of fads that neither the present 
nor previous mayors or councils aro re- 
sponsible lor the absence of sewerage. 
The ratepayers are alone to blame. It is 
they who hold the purse strings. If 
they refuse to loosen tho strings no 
council can force them to do it. 
Months lii-i'ore Abraham Lincoln issued 
the proclamation freeing the slaves, ho 
was constantly urged lo precipitate the 
event by hot-headed supporters. His in- 
variable reply was that he could not t ravel 
faster than public opinion. Ho waited 
until popular sentiment was prepared for 
the change and then he broke the fetters. 
Had he anticipated public opinion and is- 
sued the proclamation at an inopportune 
time disastrous cuusequoucos might have 
ensued. If Rev. Mr. McLeod (whom I 
wish (Jod speed in his aim to raise the 
moral and sanitary lone of Victoria), were 
a member of the board of aldermen he 
would speedily discover that to attempt 
to travel faster than the people wished 
him to go would Olid in defeat. After the 
unanimous expression in 1887, 1 think 
even Rev. Mr. McLeod will agree that no 
council would be justified in reviving the 
scheme except at the request of u major- 
ity of iho ratepayers, 

"u the matter of the license 
Mr. Foe, 1 cannot seo that 
the slightest blame attaches to 
the aldermen for its issue. They do not 
constitute or control tho licensing courts; 
and no member of tho council with whom 
1 have conversed had the slightest idoa, 
after the pronounced failure on four nro- 
vious occasions, that the lioouso would bo 
granted by the late court. In piily one 
particular do 1 think tho council blain- 
iblo. When the petition .or remonstrance 
against the license was presented to them 
after the event they should havo adopted 
a resolution condemning thp actipn of tho 
licensing court in strong tonus. 

Taking into consideration tho many 
publio improvements now under way — 
chief among which is the carrying out of 
ischometo more than double tho prosent 
iv.-iler supply at a cost of #100,000-— 1 do 
not think the aldermen at leaBt aro open 
to the swpopirjg charge, of bping '.'jnpap- 
ablOB," Mistaken, purhaps, they niay bu; 
but 1. seo no evidence of incapacity.
